The  opportunity  is  taken, however, of  dealing  briefly  with  subjects 
in  which  the  public  have  shown  Special  interest  during  the  year.

All  the  above  cases  wore  civilian  cases  only. The  cases  of 
corebro- spinal  fever  and  influenzal  pneumonia  both  proved  fatal. 

Of  the  14  cases  of  scarlet  fever  8 were  removed  to  Merthyr 
Isolation  Hospital  while  the  remainder  were  isolated  at  home. 

All  the  cases  of  diphtheria  were  removed  to  ^oribyr  and  of  the 
4 cases, 3 had  not  been  innunisedoThc  remaining  child  had  apparently 
been  immunised  5 years  previously.

During  the  yoar  monthly  clinics  were 
held  for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children  against  diphtheria. 
The  response  has  been  satisfactory  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
position  as  regards  North  Breconshire  is  shown  by  the  following;

At  the  request  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
now  given  of  the  water  supplies  to  the  district. 


o On  the  whole  it  is  .safe  to  say  that  the  water 
supplies  to  the  district  could  he  considerably  improved  both  as 
regards  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  water .Improvements  are 
continually  being  carried  out  but  under  present  conditions 
progress  is  slow. 

There  arc  2140  houses  in  the  area  anl  of  these 
approximately  1213  arc  supplied  with  water  from  supplies  which 
are  under  the  Council’s  control. Of  these  1218  approximately  83 
houses  arc  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  Council  has  control  of  20  different 
supplies.  All  those  supplies ■, with  two  exceptions, are  conveyed 
by  gravity  to  the  houses .There  is, however, one  village  supplied 
by  windmill  pump  with  an  auxiliary  petrol  engine  and  also  another 
vi — lage  supplied  by  a hand  pump  from  a deep  well „ 

The,,  only  supply  that  is  treated  in  any  way  is 
the  one  which  supplies  the  largest  village  in  the  district  and 
that  io  treated  by  slow  sand  f i3.tr  at  ion  s Ho  chlorination  is  used 
in  the  district.
